A decision was rendered in the 
United States court of appeals in 
Chicago on Saturday , which showed 
the opinion of the court to be that the 
appointment of the N. P. receivers 
was illegal. 
The case was not one 
against the receivers calling in question 
the legality of their appointment, but 
was a suit for satisfaction of judgment 
against the N. P., brought by Charles 
Scott, which the company resisted on 
the ground that tho company was in 
the hands of receivers, and it was in 
deciding this case that the language 
waR used which showed it to be the 
opinion of the court that their ap­ 
pointment was illegal. 
The court 
said: “ It is obvious that if an in­ 
dividual or private business corpora­ 
tion had convey ed its property to an­ 
other for the same purpose and upon 
the same trusts that the court was 
asked to take this property , and did 
take it, the law would have stamped 
the convey ance as one made to hinder 
and delay creditors, and fraudulent 
and void for that reason.” 
Under 
any circumstances 
this would be 
strong language. 
When u*ed by the 
court of highest jurisprudence in the 
United States it will undoubtedly be 
made the basis by the Ives interest in 
tho Northern Pacific in a suit to have 
the appointment of the receivers 
vacated. 


Pearls. 
From the most ancient times, pearls 
seem to have been highly valued for 
purposes of adornment. 
Twenty -two 
centuries before tho Christian era, the 
Chinese cultivated the pearl mussel, 
and at this day they are ahead of 
other nations in this respect. Care­ 
fully opening the valves of the fresh­ 
water mussel, the operator inserts 
small pieces of wood, sometimes car­ 
ved into fantastic images, which, in 
the course of a y ear or two, are coated 
with a dejxisit of pearl. 
The largest 
known pearl in tho world is one in 
the Kensington (England) museum, 
weighing three ounces, and being 
four and n half inches in circumfer­ 
ence; the most perfect one is in the 
Moscow (Russia) museum, weighs 28 
carats, and is a perfect globe. 
The 
principal fisheries for sea pearls are 
in India, aud the Persian Gulf, though 
the Australian coasts are developing 
strongly . 
Freshwater pearls are 
found iu many rivers of our own 
country , the best being on the Little 
Miami, in Ohio, where they are worked 
sy stematically . 
Pearlshave also been 
found at various points on the Wis­ 
consin. and at Ly tle, on the Black 
Hirer, both localities being easily 
reached by the fast and elegant trams 
of the Burlington Route, tbe Missis­ 
sippi River scenic line.

At this season of the y ear it ia es­ 
sential that those who love to handle 
a gun should be posted on the game 
laws of the state, hence we pnblish 
them below iu a condensed form in 
response to inquiries received from 
several parties: 
Fawns, elk, moose, caribou, ante­ 
lopes, protected. 
Deer, Nov. 1 to 
Nov. 20, but not more than five deer 
allowed to be killed by one person. 
Hounding prohibited, and dogs may 
be lawfully killed if found being used 
illegally . 
Unlawful for any person 
to consign by common carrier to any 
commission merchant or sale market 
at anv time any elk, moose oaribou or 
deer, or any part thereof, except the 
skin or head. 
Woodcocks and Bar- 
tram or upland plovers, J uly 4 to 
Nov. 1. Golden or prairie plovers, 
Sept. 1 to June 1. 
Pinnated grouse 
sharp tailed grouse, Sept. 1 to Nov. 
1. 
Ruffed grouse, pheasants or par­ 
tridges, Sopt. 1 to Deo. 1.

Appointment of N. P. Receivers Illegal. 


A decision was rendered in the 
United States court of appeals in 
Chicago on Saturday, which showed 
the opinion of the court to be that the 
appointment of the N. P. receivers 
was illegal. The case was not one 
against the receivers calling in question 
the legality of their appointment, but 
was a suit for satisfaction of judgment 
against the N. P., brought by Charles 
Scott, which the company resisted on 
the ground that the company was in 
the hands of receivers, and it was in 
deciding this case that the language 
was used which showed it to be the 
opinion of the court that their ap­ 
pointment was illegal. 
The court 
said: “It is obvious that if an in­ 
dividual or private business corpora­ 
tion had conveyed its property to an­ 
other for the same purpose and upon 
the same trusts that the court was 
asked to take this property, and did 
take it, the law would have stamped 
the conveyance as one made to hinder 
and delay creditors, and fraudulent 
and void for that reason.” 
Under 
any circumstances 
this would be 
strong language. 
When used by the 
court of highest jurisprudence in the 
United States it will undoubtedly be 
made the basis by the Ives interest in 
tho Northern Pacific in a suit to have 
the appointment of the receivers 
vacated. 


Pearls. 
From the most ancient times, pearls 
seem to have been highly valued for 
purposes of adornment. Twenty-two 
centuries before the Christian era, the 
Chinese cultivated the pearl mussel, 
and at this day they are ahead of 
other nations in this respect. Care­ 
fully opening the valves of the fresh­ 
water mussel, the operator inserts 
small pieces of wood, sometimes car­ 
ved into fantastic images, which, in 
the course of a year or two, are coated 
with a deposit of pearl. 
The largest 
known pearl in the world is one in 
the Kensington (England) museum, 
weighing three ounces, and being 
four and a half inches in circumfer­ 
ence; the most perfect one is in the 
Moscow (Russia) museum, weighs 28 
carats, and is a perfect globe. The 
principal fisheries for sea pearls are 
in India, aud the Persian Gulf, though 
the Australian coasts are developing 
strongly. 
Freshwater pearls are 
found in mauy rivers of our own 
country, the best being on the Little 
Miami, in Ohio, where they are worked 
systematically. Pea ria have also been 
found at various points on the Wis­ 
consin, and at Lytle, on the Black 
River, both localities being easily 
reached by the fast and elegant trains 
of the Burlington Route, the Missis* 
Sippi River scenic line.

At this reason of the year it ta es­ 
sential that those who love to handle 
a gun should be posted on the game 
laws of the state, hence we publish 
them below in a condensed form in 
response to inquiries received from 
several parties: 
Fawns, elk, moose, caribou, ante­ 
lopes, protected. 
Deer, Not. I to 
Nov. 20, but not more than five deer 
allowed to be killed by one person. 
Hounding prohibited, aud dogs may 
be lawfully killed if found being used 
illegally. Unlawful for any person 
to consign by common carrier to any 
commission merchant or sale market 
at any time any elk, moose earibou or 
deer, or any part thereof, except the 
skin or head. 
Woodcocks and Bar­ 
tram or upland plovers, July 4 to 
Not. I. Golden or prairie plovers, 
Sept. I to June I. 
Pinnated grouse 
sharp tailed grouse, Sept. I to Nov. 
I. 
Ruffed grouse, pheasants or par­ 
tridges, Sept. I to Deo. I. 
All wild 
ducks, geese, brants, or any variety 
of snipe or aquatiu fowl what ever, 
Sept. I to Apii! 15th. 
Shooting in 
nestling localities prohibited. I) Trout, 
any variety, May I to Sept. I. 
All 
other fish May I to March I. 
The 
following prohibitions are in force: 
Trespass, the killing of song and in­ 
sectivorous birds, use of guns other 
than shoulder guns, artificial light 
battery, sink box or other device than 
decoys to deceive. 
Hook and line 
fishing only allowed, and then not 
near a fishway, mill race or dam. Not 
more than 25 birds or 50 fishes allow­ 
ed to be caught by one person in one 
day. 
Exportation of fish prohibited, 
except that persons may convey from 
the state, in person, fish caught by 
themselves to the amount legally al­ 
lowed. 
Exportation of game birds 
prohited. 
Non-residents, 
coming 
from states where a non-resident 
hunting license law is in force, must 
procure a hunting license from the 
board of game and fish commission­ 
ers. the fee for which is $25.

the top of the furnace and prevontc< 
the gas escaping. 
A gang of sixteen

goods. All milk is received from with­ 
in a radius of alvout five miles, and is 
delivered by road to tile factory, where 
it is received at a convenient plat­ 
form at the east end of the building. 
The cans are taken from the farmers’ 
carts to the weighing place, and after 
tipping the milk the empty cans art* 
returned to the washing department, 
where, after a plentiful use of water, 
they are inverted ou a steam jet to 
complete the cleaning. Leaving the 
platform, on which is an office for the 
convenience of the milk weigher, we 
piss into a lofty cheese making room, 
with 300 gallons of milk, which are re­ 
ceived from the weigh dish through 
strainers. Adjoining, there Is a room 
for cooling the night's milk when nec­ 
essary. Next is tin* press room, where 
the cheese is subjected to various 
stages of pressure before being eon- 
signed to a fine maturing room over­ 
head.

A bo w t D e h o r n in g * 
In dehorning cows there are two OI 
three things to be remembered. First­ 
ly, It does uot pay to dehorn an old 
cow. as her horns are not apt to heal 
readily. Secondly, ca re must lie taken 
not to excite the animal, as overheat­ 
ing sometimes makes the ojieration 
fatal. And, thirdly, a cow should not 
lie dehorned very soon before she is 
due to calve. This is probably the 
most important of those three things 
to In* remembered. Abortion is often 
caused by a disregard of this aud the 
loss of both cow and calf is occasion­ 
ally the result. 
Cows that are experted to calve in 
the spring should be dehorned in tho 
fall, as soon us danger from files is 
over with. Fall is. without doubt, the 
best time for dehorning. The danger 
from cold I think would be much lo6* 
than from heat and flies. Last fall 
was ;in exceptionally good season. 
The middle of December would be too 
late usually, but it was as late as that 
when I dehorned, aud with the ex 
copt ii hi of my oldest cow, they all 
hen led very rapidly. It was so hot In 
the stables this spring that we tried 
milking part of the cows out of doors 
They hunched themselves together, 
where they could got the benefit of 
more tails than their own and were 
very quiet. The weaker ones did not 
jump and run whenever a stronger 
cow looked at them, tis formerly. And 
flu* older cows, robbed of their instru­ 
ments of torture, would stand quietly 
chewing their cuds all through the 
milking. 
I was told the other day that It hurt 
the sale of a Michigan cow in tho 
Eastern 
markets 
to 
be 
dehorned 
Michigan cows have always sold high 
there, and when they are dehorned 
they are suspected of having come 
from the western ranges, instead of 
from tiffs state.—Charles K. Farley. 


A C a r e fo r C h o le r a . 
Ed Girardin, Wisconsin: The surest, 
quickest way to get rid of cholera Is 
to kill all the sick fowls and burn the 
remains, or else bury deep, having 
first covered 
them 
with quicklime; 
then clean up the quartets and burn 
tin* matter gathered. When you have 
got the quarters as clean as possible, 
close them nj) tight aud put a pound 
of sulphur iii an old kettle, flour on 
half a pint of alcohol, and linve it 
where you can reach it from the door, 
set tire to it, close the door, aud leave 
it to burn out. Do not have any fowl* 
in the 
house 
during the burning. 
Wherever the sick fowls have left 
their droppings, wet the ground thor­ 
oughly with copperas disinfectant and 
scatter lime freely. Do this daily as 
long as the cholera remains on the 
promises. Give the flock 
pulverized 
charcoal (tablespoonful to pint of food} 
three or four times a week, and once 
in every two or three days add five 
drojts of carbolic acid to a quart of 
water aud use it to mix their food 
with; also, until after the cholera lins 
disappeared, give Douglass Mixture 
daily in their drink. 
Douglass Mixture Is made as fol­ 
lows: Dissolve a pound of copperas in 
two gallons of water; then add two 
ounces of sulphuric acid. Put iii stone 
jug and keep well corked. The dose 
is a tablespoonful to each quart of 
drinking water. When handling tho 
sulphuric acid be careful, as it Is 
•Ktisonous.—Lloyd’s

Fasting in Ser­ 
via is no mere change of diet: it 
means real abstinence and privation. 
At Pirot this fasting has assumed such 
serious projiortions as to constitute a 
grave medical problem and a national 
danger, for it affects seriously the 
health of the population, the strength 
and fighting capabilities of the sol­ 
diers. The

that, on Hie whole, half the days in 
the year xvere fast days. This means 
tiiat for six months in the year the 
population of Pirot and Its neighbor­ 
hood is only fed on bread, raw onions 
and raw vegetables. No cooking is 
done; not a morsel of meat is allowed.

; tidal results. It can be hauled out 
j from Hie yards and stables in August 
or Sept en 11 ter. and spread over the 
! stubble. The earlier after the inead- 
| ohs are mown the bettor, aud where 
J they are cut iii early July the work 
I can be done profitably then. *Tiiiu 
! pastures will also be greatly improved 
; by 
a 
mid summer 
manuring, 
and 
whore tin* grass lias been very thin at 
cutting it is an easy matter then to 
apply the manure where most needed. 
By following litis method up system­ 
atically patchy meadow land can la* 
made even aud regular. So believes 
the American Cultivator. 
Even strawy manure that has not 
been entirely composted will give good 
results. The straw protects the roots 
of the grass from the hot sun. and 
helps to retain tin* moisture in the 
scil after each shower. About ten 
good loads of manure to the acre ap- 
jdied several years in succession will 
make such a difference in the yield 
that one would be surprised. 
Manure applied in flu* fall, and then 
harrowed over lightly, will tend to 
make new grass seeds sprout at once, 
and on the whole tin* pastures seem 
to bo benefited by this harrowing, os- 
pecially if a rain follows right after 
it. By applying the manure iii this 
way late in the summer it does not in­ 
terfere with the next season's crop of 
hay. but rather tends to increase its 
yield. Of course, it keeps the cattle 
off' the pasture for a time, aud this 
certainly should lie done for a few 
weeks in mid-summer any way. Pas­ 
turing stock on the meadows right 
after mowing, when the soil is dry 
and the sun very hot, is the surest 
way to run out a good piece of grass 
land. After mowing the land it needs 
u rest, and a little stimulating then 
will help matters a great deal. 
By handling our hay fields in this 
way we eau crop them more years iii 
succession than if we neglect them. 
J<ix successive crops of good timothy 
off the hay field is something unusual. 
aud yet that is just what this system 
will do every time. The question is 
whether tin* Jailor of spreading the 
manure in late summer will not pay 
If such results ara obtainable. 
This year hay is ajipareutly going to 
be high. Already prices are tending 
Upward, and holders are keeping their 
cid stock for further advances. The 
coming crop will not he a large one J 
unless more rain falls. We have had 
for that matter a number of years 
lately when good hay paid .‘is well as 
any crop on the farm. If we but 
handle the grass land properly we will 
find in the most remunerative on tin* 
farm. Good timothy hay. however, 
can lie raised only on land that is en­ 
riched. 


W i n t e r 
Oat**. 
Winter oafs are one of the best-pay­ 
ing crops that cit ii bo grown. Wherev­ 
er introduced they are superseding 
spring oats entirely. Oats are essen­ 
tially a cool-weather crop, and fail­ 
ures. either partial or total, with 
spring (aits. on account of the hot. dry 
weather of J urn* and July, are so com­ 
mon. that many farmers are entirely 
discouraged from growing them. This 
trouble is entirely obviated by substi­ 
tuting winter oats. They are sown at 
Ila* same time as winter wheat, and 
ripen with wheat the following sea­ 
son, so that the harvesting and thresh­ 
ing may all be done at the same time. 
The variety we grow in Delaware is 
jicrfectly hardy—as much so as Fultz 
wheat and withstands the severest 
weather perfectly. On 
good soil a 
yield of 50 to SO bushels is common. 
They grow a strong, stiff straw, which 
stands 
up 
well. They are *i very 
heavy oat, a measured bushel weigh­ 
ing from .HS to 45 
pounds. I have 
known crops of these oats tiffs season 
that gave .an average of SO bushels per 
acre on 20 to 30-acre fields. One and 
a half bushels jier acre are enough to 
sow. \\ inter oats are also a good croji 
to seed dover with. The same fertiliz­ 
ation and tillage that will produce a 
good wheat (-rot) will give a big crop 
of winter oats. L\, Kent Co., Del.

A new process has liecu discovered, 
after a year’s hard work and expert- 
menting at the Larimer Coke works, 
In Westmoreland county, by Foreman 
W. S. Cook, assisted by Engineer D. 
Harrity, to turn the by-product of tile 
coal us^hI iii making coke* into valuable 
materiel, instead of, as liefore, letting 
it go up in smoke, as it has been, and 
is now doing, and will thus save mill­ 
ions of dollars’ worth of oil. gases, am­ 
monia, tar aud other useful articles, 
which are manufactured frou^coal. It 
will {it tin* same time not affect the 
quantity or quality of the coke pro­ 
duc'd in tin* same oven. 
Tin* process Is a very cheap and sim­ 
ple one. the secret of which is (“.ireful­ 
ly guarded, but it is a success, from 
the fact that they have already ob­ 
tained, in twelve hours, from one bee­ 
hive oven, holding about five tons of 
rake, some forty gallons of crude nup­ 
tial, which is a thick, black, opaque, 
viscous liquid, from which a various 
number of tin* constituents can In* dis­ 
till^!. With the saint* machine they 
extract im ammoniac liquor capable of 
jiroducing a largo amount of ammoniac 
salts, which are now boing used for 
fertilizing purposes. A large flow of 
gas is also collected by tin* same pro­ 
cess, and from this one oven, when 
conducted away from tho machinery 
and ignited, sends up a flume four or 
five fret high, aud appears to be nearly 
as good as a natural gas well. 
TIk* collecting jffpos are simply at­ 
tached to the outlet of a common bee­ 
hive. oven, and the smoke Is conducted 
Into a condensing apparatus, consist­ 
ing of a number of upright pipes, 
down which a stream of cold water Is 
continually flowing, and at tin* bottom 
of the same is a receiving tank. 
They claim that tin* machinery used 
by this process would not cost over $50 
an oven. which is very small, when 
compared to flu* cost of that used In 
foreign countries. Taking tin* average 
amount of coal tar aloin* which can bo 
extracted from one ton of coal, which 
Is eight gallons, tit 5 cents per gallon, 
It can In* estimated what an enormous 
amount of money Is lost daily, 'rak­ 
ing the 305 ovens at Lu rimer, each 
burning five tons a day, gives 1.825 
tons of coal burned in one day. From 
eaeli ton eight gallons being extracted, 
would give tin* large amount of 14.ISHO 
gallons per day, si ii* I .‘it 5 cents per gal­ 
lon. would amount to $730 per day, 
which is now an entire loss. Connells­ 
ville (l*a.)

The stubble field that is cut with an 
improver reaper affords thin picking, 
as compared with the old-time stub­ 
ble field.

A Wisconsin dairyman writes that a 
frequent cause of white specks iii but­ 
ter is the cream drying on top so that 
it does not all churn out, but many of 
them can la* got rid of in working the 
bulter, especially if it is worked a sec­ 
ond tiim*. The second working may 
be done in from six to twelve hours 
after the lirst. Another cause of white 
specks 
is 
too 
much 
milk 
being 
skimmed in with the cream. This milk 
I settles to tile bottom, and if it is kept 
too long and gets too sour from a hard 
I curd, w hich is broken up In churning 
and produces the specs. These, being 
heavier than tin* blitter, are washed 
in tin* fine, granular form. The pre­ 
vention lies in avoiding these condi­ 
tions. This trouble is more often en- 
] countered iii gathering in cream facto­ 
ries. A way to prevent having specks 
i in such butter is to strain the cream 
: when putting it into the churn. 


S o m e G a r d e n P o i n t e r * . 
Save the soap suds for the garden. 
They make an excellent fertilizer for 
tomatoes, aud should not be thrown 
away. 
A good fertilizer for the garden Is 
said to Im* one bushel of wood ashes, 
in which has been mixed five pounds 
of nitrate of soda. We should think 
this would make a good combination. 
When onions get ripe their tops 
break down, and they should he pulled 
and carefully dried aud stored away, 
or wet weather may cause them to 
make a second growth or rot, either of 
which would spoil them. 
If the tomatoes show a disposition 
to rot on tho vine, pick oft' every one 
that has a spot on it and throw it 
away, as it serves as a center of in­ 
fection. Some varieties are worse in 
this respect than others aud should 
not lie J >la ut od. 
The United States plants nearly a 
million acres more to potatoes than 
Great Britain does, yet the latter coun­ 
try raises the most bushels. This 
shows the difference between thor­ 
ough work and the average American 
style of spreading out over a wide 
area and slighting the cultivation. 
Watch the squash vines and if any 
of them show a disposition to droop, 
you may lie sun* there are borers in 
the st;iIk at the root. Scrape away 
the soil and look for holes, and when 
found, split the vine with a thin-bladed 
knife, as carefully as possible, and dig 
out 11 «* Inners.

Appointment of N. P. Receivers Illegal. 


A decision was rendered in the 
United States court of appeals in 
Chicago on Saturday, which showed 
the opinion of the court to be that the 
appointment of the N. P. receivers 
was illegal. 
The case was not one 
againstthereceiverscalling in question 
the legality of their appointment, but 
was a suit for satisfaction of judgment 
against the N. P., brought by Charles 
Scott, which the company resisted on 
the ground that the company was in 
the hands of receivers, and it was in 
deciding this case that the language 
was used which showed it to be the 
opinion of the court that their ap­ 
pointment was illegal. 
The court 
said: “It is obvious that if an in­ 
dividual or private business corpora­ 
tion had conveyed its property to an­ 
other for the bamo purpose and upon 
the same trusts that the court was 
asked to take this property, and did 
take it, the law would have stamped 
the conveyance as one made to hinder 
and delay creditors, and fraudulent 
and void for that reason.” 
Under 
any circumstances 
this would be 
strong laugunge. 
When used by the 
court of highest jurisprudence in the 
United States it will undoubtedly be 
made the basis by the Ives interest in 
tho Northern Pacific in a suit to have 
the appointment of the 
receivers 
vacated. 


Pearls. 
From the most ancient times, pearls 
seem to have been highly valued for 
purposes of adornment. 
Twenty-two 
centuries before the Christian era, the 
Chinese cultivated the pearl mussel, 
and at this day they are abead of 
other nations in this respect. Care­ 
fully opening the valves of the fresh 
water mussol, the operator inserts 
small pieces of wood, sometimes car­ 
ved into fantastic images, which, in 
the course of a year or two, are coated 
with a deposit of pearl. 
The largest 
known pearl in tho world is one in 
the Kensington (England) museum, 
weighing three ounces, and being 
four and n half inches in circumfer­ 
ence; the mo*t perfect one is in the 
Moscow (Russia) museum, weighs 28 
carats, and is a perfect globe. 
The 
principal fisheries for sea pearls are 
in India, and the Persian Gulf, though 
the Australian coasts are developing 
strongly. 
Freshwater pearls are 
found in many rivers of our own 
country, the best being on the Little 
Miami, in C )hio, where they are worked 
systematically. 
Pearls have also been 
found at various points on the Wis­ 
consin, and at Lytle, on the Black 
River, both localities being easily 
reached by the fast and elegant trains 
of the Burlington Route, the Missis­ 
sippi River scenic line.
